1. This action is issued in reply to applicant's Request for Continued Examination(RCE)(Paper 
#25) filed 5/5/03. 

2. Applicant amended the claims in accordance with Examiner's contributions. There remain 
several elements for resolution prior to bringing the application into a condition for allowance. 

3. Claims 35,44,46,48-51,53-56,61,64-65,70,72.74-75,82,90 were amended. New claims 99-101 
were added. Claim 81 was cancelled. 

4. Claims 35-80 and 82-101 are now pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

5. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or 
composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent 
therefor, subject to the conditions and requirements of this title. 

6. Claims 88-91 are rejected under 35 USC 101 for failing to describe a concrete,useful and 
tangible output. A computer readable medium described as solely storing data is non functional. 
Numerical results and tangible output generation must be attached to this software to provide 
functionality.
